WOMAN ACCEPTED $1200 


Mrs. Freeman Says Lawyers 
tiarassed Her, Now Insists or 
Prosecuting Mrs. Johnson. 


Despite a signed statement from Mrs 
Barbara K. Freeman of 488 Lucky 
street, whose husband, Andrew, a street 
sweeper, was killed by an electric coupe 
driven: by Mrs. Pearl Johnson of 575. 
McPherson avenue, .to the effect that 
she considered Mrs. Johnson blameless 
and recommended the dismissal of a 
manslaughter charge against her, Cir- 
cuit Attorney Harvey, in Judge Clark's 
Court, Wednesday, insisted that the cas» 
go to trial. Mrs. Johnson’s attorneys 
represented that she was ill of a n¢r- 
vous breakdown, and the case was post- 
pened until Feb. 4. 

Mrs. Freeman, at her home, told are. 
porter that she would do all in her 
rower td bring Mrs. Johnson to trial, 
notwithstanding the fact that she, as 
Freeman's widow, has accepted $1200 as 
a settlement for his death. 

accepted Check for $1200. 

She said she was pestered by attor- 
neys and agents of automobile Hability 
ecmpanies until she was half out of her 
wits, and, after resisting the siege for 
two weeks, became so wearied and an- 
ntyed that last Friday, disobeying the 
advice of her attorney, she signed a 
paper of which she did not understand 
the contents and accepted a check for 
$1200. This was the document filed ir 
the Circuit Attorney’s office by Mrs 
Johnson’s attorneys. 

When the case was called in court, 
Mrs. Johnson’s lawyers asked that the 
charge of manslaughter in the fourth 
degree, which is made against her in a 
warrant, .be nolle prossed, and. cited 
Mrs. Freeman’s. signed recommendation 
to that effect. Harvey refused to dis- 
miss the case, recalling that a Coroner’s 
jury had returned a verdict alleging 
criminal carelessness on Mrs. Johngon’s 
part. She is the wife of Walter A. 
Johnson; president of the Missouri Life 
and Accident Co. 

$500 First Offer te Widow. * 

Mrs. Freeman, who is 57 years old 
and who takes in washing and ironing 
to support herself and her younger chil- 
dren, told her story Wednesday between 
scrubs upon a washboard. She said she 
first had been offered $600 to settle the 
case, and that in almost daily confer- 
ences the proffer was raised by small 


}amounts at a time. 


“They. almost worried me to death,’’ 
she said. ‘Finally I gave in, but I was 
an awful fool. I didn’t understand all 
that was in the paper I signed. What- 
ever it was, I want Mrs. Johnson to be 
prosecuted.”’ 

She said that in addition to the ex- 
pense of her husband’s funeral, she 
was compelled to assist in paying for 
two other recent funerals in the family 
—that of her sister, who died in Christ- 
mas week, and of her son-in-law, Henry 
Edler, who died four days before Free- 
man was killed. 

Freeman was run down Jan. 8 on 
Maple avenue, near Belt avenue.

‘Passage of Hines Bill 


Kiel Declares Bridge as It Stands Is a Disgrace, 
Entirely Useless and a Drain Upon the City; 
Wants Question Submitted to Voters, 


Mayor Kiel in his special mes- 
sage to the Municipal Assembly, 
reviewed the bridge situation and 
declared the structure, a8 it stands 
today, is a disgrace, “not only en 
tirely useless, but a constant drain 
upon the finances of the city.” The 
Mayor insisted that the people be 
given the right to vote upon the 
question and made an appeal that 
the Hines bill, which would submit 
the question of voting $2,750,000 
bonds to complete the Reber ap- 
proach, be passed, unamended, by 
the Delegates. His message in full 
follows: 

O the Honorable Municipal Assem- 
T bly: Gentlemen—The unfinished 
free bridge is a disgrace to St. 
Louis and a flagrant disregard of the 
will of the people. 

Now for more than two years two 
houses of the Municipal Assembly have 
been unable to agree among themselves, 
not about whether or not the bridge 
should be built—for the people in 1906 
emphatically expressed themselves in 
favor of the bridge—but have been un- 
able to agree upon what particular ap- 
proach should complete the eastern end 
of the bridge—a matter of importance, it 
is true, but a mere detail in comparison 
with the paramount question of a com- 
pleted and operative structure. 

We have spent ovér $3,,000,000 on that 
bridge as it stands today and at least 
have the gratification of knowing that 
every dollar of that money has yielded 
a full return to the city, for probably 
there has never been a public bridge of 
equal strength with the same economy 
of construction as that which charac- 
terizes the St. Louis free bridge as far 
as built. 

To this extent there is everything to 
feel proud of. But the cause for pride 
stops there and the cause for shame be- 
gins. me

HE entire investment of money 

. is now and has been for months 

not only entirely useless, so far 

as the convenience of the city is con- 

cerned, but a constant drain upon the 
finances of the city. 

Some of our people favor the Reber 
approach, which extends directly east 
from the bridge and comes to grade 
within one-half the distance required by 
the Alton & Mississippi. And more 
than that, all the land necessary to 
entirely complete the bridge, in accord- 
ance with the plan of this. approach, 
has already been purchased and paid for 
by the city. To complete the bridge 
with this approach would cost $2,750,000. 

Some of our people favor the Alton 
& Bississippi approach, which takes a 
southerly directions, and does not come 
to grade for several miles from the 
bridge, making the cost of completing 
the bridge at least $4,000,000. 

I recognize the arguments that can 
be advanced in favor or either of these 


approaches, or that can be advanced in 
favor of any other approach, but far 
more important than the mere detail of 
approach is the fact that there has been 
for many months, and is now, staring us 
in the face, an uncompleted structure 
that not only represents the useless in- 
vestment of millions of money, but is 
actually holding the city up to the ridi- 
cule of the nation. This condition cannot 
be allowed to continue. 


Mayor Says He Called Attention 
of President to Bridge Sitwation. 


EALIZING this situation, I called 
— the Municipal Assembly from its 
vacation early in September to 
meet in special session. I proposed a 
joint Assembly committee, with the 
Comptroller, the President of the Board 
of Public Improvements, the City Coun- 
selor and the Mayor, to solve the ques- 
tion, but the result has been fruitless. 

I have, on my own initiative, taken 
up the question with the President of 
the United States in an effort to secure 
the impartial opinion of Government en- 
gineers upon the question. 

The matter received his prompt and 
courteous consideration, but, for rea- 
sons which seemed good to the depart- 
ment to which the matter was referred, 
the Federal Government found itself 
unable to assist. 

I have even expressed myself as be- 
ing ready to affix my signature to any 
bill upon which the two houses of the 
Municipal Assembly might agree be- 
cause of the tremendous urgency of 
completing the bridge—an urgency which 
placed every other matter in connection 
with it in the shadow—but no bill has 
been passed by the Municipal Assembly, 
and neither I, as Mayor, nor any other 
official can do anything until the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly does act. 

Delay advertises an apparent munici- 
pal helplessness which is as disgraceful 
te those responsible for it as it is detri- 
mental to our city. 

At this time a bill has been passed by 
the Council—Council bill No. 19%—which 
submits to the people the question of 
issuing $2,750,000 in bonds. 

That bill, since Nov. 28 1913, has re- 
mained in the possession of the Com- 
mittee on Legislation of the House of 
Delegates, and without any considera- 
tion by the House. 

HE amount of that bonded Issue 
43 would be sufficient to coraplete the 
bridge under the so-called Reber ap- 
proach, but would not be sufficient to 
complete it under any other approach.

its completion, the bridge can be com- 
pleted under that plan. 
Appeals to Every Member to 
Vote for Unamended Hines Bill. 
HREE or four days at most is all 
aM that is required to finally paas 
the Reber approach bill. It can 
be submitted to the people before the 
Municipal Assembly considers appro- 
priations for the ensuing fiscal year. 
The Assembly then will be able to act 
with the light of the special election to 
guide them. 

I appeal to every member to cast his 
vote for Council Bill No. 196, without 
amendment, except as to the date for the 
special election. It puts the question 
immediately up to the people. It shows 
that the Municipal Assembly is willing 
to trust the people. It means action 
instead of delay. 

In this connection it is only necessary 
to recite that a member of the Presi- 
dent’s Cabinet, while on a yisit to St. 
Louis, said the question is asked, “If 
St. Louis has not sufficient public spirit 
to complete the bridge, by what right 
can it expect @. regional bank?’’ 

This is a se@fre criticism, but it illus- 
trates the sentiment away fnom home. 

I appeal to you to safeguard the repu- 
tation of our city; to answer the criti- 
cism of rival and jealous cities; to en- 
able the people to vote on this matter, 
and I will co-operate with you in im- 
mediately carrying out their will as ex- 
pressed by them at the polls. Why 
hesitate to let the people vote?

EARS IN OF 


Former Illinois Senator’s Record 
of Continuous Official Serv- 
ice Unapproached. 


IN THE SENATE 30 YEARS 


Three Reigns in England Have 
Passed in His Time; Saw 
Johnson Impeached. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—Former Sen- 
ator Shelby M. Cullom of Illinois, died 
here today after an {illness of more than 
@ week, during which he hovered be- 
tween Jife and death. 

His last words were a wish that he 
might have lived to see the completion 
of the National memoria) to Abraham 
Lincoln, who was his personal friend. 

The former Senator's last hours were 
divided between spells of unconscious- 
ness and short intervals in which he 
recognized those at his bedside. A\l-'| 
though his wonderful vitality had sus- 
tained life from hour to hour, it be- 
came apparent early today, when he 
could take no nourishment, that the end 
was not far off. 

Funeral arrangements had not been 
made today, but he probably will be 
buried in Illinois, 

50 Years of Public Service. 

Cullom’s death ended 50 years of con- 
tinuous public service that had made 
him a figure in American national life 
and brought him into official relations 
with every President from Abraham 
Lincoln to Woodrow Wilson. He began 
in ploneer hardships of a family of 12 
children and built a career which took 
him to the Illinois Legislature as a 
member, Speaker of the Assembly two 
terms in the Governor’s chair, service 
in the National House of Representa- 
tives and 80 consecutive years in the 
United States Senate. 

His nearest living centemporary prob- 
ably is “Uncle Joe” Cannon, whose 
senior he was seven years by birth and 
three years tn national service. 

Andrew Jackson was President of the 
United States when Cullom was born, 
in 1829, down in the Elk Spring Valley 
of Kentucky. 

“During the year 1829,’’ Cullom recently 
wrote to illustrate the epoch in which 
he began life, “the Crown of Great 
Britain descended from King George 
IV to King Willlam.IV; that reign 
passed awey and I have lived to see 
the long reign of Victoria come and 
go; the reign of King Edward come and 
6 and the accession of King George 
V. Charlies V ruled in France, Francis 
I in Austria, Frederick William III in 
Prussia, Nicholas I in Russia, while Leo 
XIZ governed the papal states, the 
Kingdom of Italy not yet having come 
into existehce. The United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland had not 
yet a poptlation of 24,000,000 all told.” 


Meved to a Free State. 
Kentucky was a siave State at his 


birth, and later the Culloms. moved ‘to 
Tilinois to be in a free State. Chicago 
then was a small village. Cullom be- 
came successively a student at Mount 
Morris. Academy, a country school 
teacher and a lawyer, being admitted 
to the bar in 1855. 

When he became City Attorney of 
Springfield he began a political career, 
which for a record of unbroken service 
is unchallenged. He was elected to the 
Legislature and presided over the ses- 
sion of the Illinois House, at which, aft- 
er Fort Sumter had been fired upon, | 
Stephen A. Douglas appeared and made 
his dramatic plea for the preservation 
of the Union. Early in President Lin-, 
coln’s second term Cullom was sent to 
the National House of Representatives 
and later served two terms as Governor 
of Illinois. 

In the Thirty-ninth Congress, Cullom 
begen his service with such colleagues 
as Logan, Wentworth, Blaine, Conkling 
and Hayes and Garfield, both of whom 
attained the presidency. 

After six years in the House, during 
which he had seen the impeachment of 
Andrew Johnson, he returned to Illinois 
and became Speaker of the Legislature 
and later Governor. At the Phfladel- 
phia convention he placed Grant in nom- 
ination for hig secgnd term in 75 words. 

Long Career in Senate. 

Cullom’s career as a United States 
Senator began in 1888, when he resigned 
as Governor and was elected to succeed 
David Davis. His service in the Senate 
Chamber was an unbroken one for 30 
years—five corisecutive terms—a record 
excelled only by two other men, Sen- 
ator Allison of Iowa and Senator Mor 
ill of Vermont. 

Down through the administrations of 
Cleveland, Harrison, McKinley, Roose- 
velt and Taft, he held important chair- 
manships when his party was in power, 
finally that of the Foreign Relations 
Committee, generally considered the 
most important of the lot. 

His term ended March 3, 1918, and he 
Was appointed chairman of the Lincoln 
Memorial Commission created by Con- 
gress to superintend the erection of the 
$2,000,000 memorial In this city. The one

The largest stage ever built will be 
constructed at the foot of Art Hill, in 
Forest Park, for the Pageant and 
Masque of St. Louis, to be held in May. 
The area of the pageant stage will be 
21,000 square feet, or the equivalent of a 


rectangular stage with 364 feet front 
and 20 feet depth. These will not be 
the exact proportions, as the stage will 
be of irregular shape. The length will 
be more than 400 feet, and the depth at 
the center more than 900, while at either 
end the stage will become narrow, to 
conform with the general shape of the 
map of the City ef St. Louis. 

Comparison of the dimensions given 
above with those of the largest stages in 
American theaters will show the im-: 
mensity of the pageant stage. The New 
York Hippodrome has a stage 200 feet' 
wide and 110 feet deep, and the stage of 
the Metropolitan Opera House, New 
York, is Wil feet wide and 89 feet deep. 
The Chicago Auditorium has a stage 100 
‘by 70 feet, and the Olympic Theater, Bt | 
Louis, has a stage 76% by % feet. The 
floor area of the Chicago Coliseum is 
66,000 feet, or somewhat more than two- 
thirds the area of the pageant stage. The 
floor area of the 8t. Louis Coliseum is 
50,000 feet. 

In Harmony With Euvironment. 

Wo building would hold so large & 
stagé, Dut In Its outdoor setting it will 
be in barmony with its environment, 
and the assemblages of 2000 and 2600 per- 
gons who will at times be on the stage 
will not be out ef proportion to the 60,- 
#0 spectators seated on the An Hill 
slope. 

The stage will be built, in part, over 
the waters of the park lagoon, and the 
stream im front of the stage will repre- 
sent the Mississippi River in front of St 
Louis. The arrival of Marquette and 
Joliet tn their canoes, the ceming of 
Pierre Laclede and Auguste Chouteau 
and later the appearance of the Gen- 
eral Pike, the first stéamboat, will thus 
be shown with the utmost realism. 

The spectators, theoretically, will be 
looking from the [ilinois bluffs on the 
shifting scenes of the history of St. 
Louisa, - 

Performance to Be Continucaus, 

As the performance is to be a continu- 
ous one, there will not be a curtain.

Service Commission to 
Take Evidence in Jeffer- . 
son City. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 28 —The 
Public Service Commission today is- 


sued an order setting a hearing here 
on Feb. 16, on the application of the 
Southwestern Telegraph and Tele- 
phone Co. for authority to increase 
its rates in St. Louis) At this, hear- 
ing the company may present its evi- 
dence in support of its demand for 
higher rates and persons desiring to 
protest against the increased rates 
also will be heard. 

J. M. McShane, head of the de- 
partment of accountancy of the com- 
mission, and a force of accountants 
will begin their investigation of the 
books of the company about Feb. 2. 

This examination will not be com- 
pleted when the hearing is held, how- 
ever. W. R. Francisco of St. Louis, 
until recently employed as an ac- 
countant by the Pierce Oil Corpora- 
tion. has been employed by the com- 
mission to assist with the examina- 
tion , 

The commission proposes to go into 
the affairs of the company in detail. It 
will ascertain how many high salaried 
officers there are and the aggregat» 
amount paid to them. It will also care- 
fully inquire into the reasonableness of 
contract with the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Co., by which the South- 
western company pays 4% per cent of its 
gross earnings for the use of patented 
instrumepts. 

The California commission, which in- 
vestigated a similar contract between 
the American Telegraph and Telephone 
Co. and the Pacific Telegraph and Tele- 
phone Co., held that 2% per cent of 
gross earnings was sufficient for the 
use of the patented devices of the hold- 
ing corporation. 

The commission will also look into 
the reasonableness of the “‘going value’”’ 
of the company given in its appraisal. 
This is approximately $1,677,000; which 
the company wants to add to its physi- 
cal valuation for the purpose of show- 
ing the reasonableness of the higher 
rates. 

The rate increase would add about 
$157,000 to the company’s net earnings. 
The new rates were suspended for a 
period of four months from Jan. 1. Tf 
that is not enough time in which to 
make the necessary examination of the 
compeny’s books and properties the 
commission will further suspend the 


rates.

OR the theater, or occasional con-

prices. For dressy wear the transparent 
blouse of chiffon, chiffon cloth, net or 
lace is the most popular, and always a 
touch, of a weighty trimming such as 
fur, velvet ribbon, a cord and tassel, 
glass buttons, etc., are used to lend 
distinction. 

The design I am showing offers ad- 
mirable possibilities for development in 
various materials, and, more than that, 
is adaptable for remnants. The sug- 
gestion at the left shows the main waist 
and sleeve of rose-colored crepe de 
Chine, with the front blouse of white net 
embroidered in rose. Black velvet used 
as a collar and cyffs made of straight 
pieces cut on the bias give character 
to the whole, with a fine finishing touch 
in the black silk cord tied at the front 
of the neck. 

The blouse at the right gives quite 
a different effect. By using allover lace 
for the back portion, a shoulder cape 
effect in front is obtained, for the back 
portion is extended to form a sloping 
yoke in front. A soft lace plaiting to 
define this yoke line, meets at the un- 
derarm seam a like plaiting which de- 
fines the dropped shoulder line, and in 
all aids the cape effect.
